SHOT INJBE MX. 


Delia Richards in a Dangerous 


Condition From a Pis- 


tol Bullet. 


HER BROTHER HELD THE WEAPON. 


He Had Shot a Skunk and Was Showing 


How 
He Did it. 
Another Brother 


Had Reloaded the Pistol. The Girl 


Prostrated 
From Shock. 


Delia Richards, twenty years of age> 


daughter ot Lafayette Richards, was shot 
in the neck this morning by a younger 
brother and is in a dangerous condition. 


The brother went out this morning with 


his revolver and was successful in killing 
a skunk. - In doing so he emptied the re- 
volver and then put it away in the house. 
Later his brother filled the chambers of 
the pistol and told no one. 


When the sister arose the brother who 


shot the skunk was so elated about his 
deed that he told her the story very 
dramatically and got his revolver to 
illustrate. He flourished the weapon' as 
if he were skunk hunting and pulled the 
trigger. One of the newly filled chambers 
exploded and the bullet lodged in the sis- 
ter's neck. 


Dr. Stafford was called in all possible 


haste and hurried to the assistance of the 
wounded girl. He found her so prostrated 
from shock that he did not believe it 'ex- 
pedient to even probe for the bullet. The 
girl is in a very dangerous, but not neces- 
sarily fatal condition. 


Louis Henry Duso. 


Louis Henry Duso, thirty-two years of 


age, died yesterday afternoon at the home 
of his mother, Mrs. Maria Duso, on Lin- 
coln street. He had been ill about three 
weeks with inflamation of the bowels and 
bilious fever. Mr. Duso was born in this 
town and lived here all his life. He was a 
cigar maker and a member of the cigar 
maker's union. He was a man of consid- 
erable musical ability and became a good 
singer. For many years he was one of the 
leading soloists of St. Francis choir. 
He 


had military talent and in the early days 
of the Father Mathew cadets was promi- 
nently connected with them. 
He was 


their captain for several years and com- 
manded them when they won a number 
of their first prize drills. He was a very 
popular and much sought young man. 
His accomplishments and social na- 
ture 
made him to a large degree 


a general favorite. He had many friends 
and there are many to regret his early 
death. He is survived by his mother, two 
sisters, Mary and Vena Duso. 


The funeral will occur tomorrow morn- 


ing from St. Francis church.

ishes a Revolver and As- 


saults His Wife.

Bullet Lodges Near the Eye. The Young 


Marksman Goes for a Doctor. Wound 


Not Considered Dangerous, Yet 


the Result is Uncertain. 


A family altercation ended seriously for 


the head cf the family at the home of 
Frank Card in the locality known as 
Hawkesville Sunday evening. The father, 
who is well known about town, went 
home about 7 o'clock under the influence 
of intoxicants and commenced a very un- 
pleasant scene in his family by making 
things lively in the way of upsetting fur- 
niture and abusing his wife. He began 
hostilities by flourishing a loaded 22-cali- 
bre revolver. 
He was persuaded to 


put 
the 
revolver 
down, whereupon 


he began to attack his wife with his flsts, 
beating her severely. The witnesses of 
his conduct were a twelve-years-old son 
and a woman who lives near by, who hap- 
pened to be in the house when he arrived. 
The boy picked up the revolver, with what 
intention he could not state afterwards, 
and it went off in his hands. The bullet 
found a lodging place in the father's left 
eye causing him to cease his crazy actions 
for the time. The boy hastened to Dr. O. 
J. Brown's 
office 
for assistance for 


both his father 
and 
mother. On 


the 
doctor's 
arrival 
he 
found 


Card in a bad condition as a result of his 
intoxication and the bullet wound. 
The 


doctor located the ball in the left orbital 
cavity back ot the eye. He decided not to 
attempt its removal while the man was 
in such an agitated state and bandged the 
eye until Card should be in a condition to 
have it operated upon. 


While there is no immediate danger 


from the injury, the man is in bad condi- 
tion and what the ultimate result will be 
remains to be seen.

BEING OR 
SEEMING TO BE. 


Rev. 
A. B. Church Preaches a Stimulating 


Sermon. Men Pay so Much Money 


for Committing so Much Crime. 


How to Be. 


Rev. A. B. Church preached a thought- 


ful, logical and very complete sermon last 
night in the TJniversalist church on the 
subject "Being or Seeming To Be." He 
took as his text the second verse of the 
ttie third chapter of first John. 
Mr. 


Church began by saying he had read that 
Emerson said, "Is it not strange that 
there should not have arisen, at some 
time in some corner of the earth a tribe 
of men who should have chosen to be, 
rather than to seem?" 
"A startling 


statement," Mr. Church said, "to the 
effect that no considerable percentage of 
the human race has yet become or chosen 
to become what their nature demands of 
them or what God intends them to be." 


"While in a measure this is true," he 


continued, "too sadly true, yet my widen- 
ing experience deepens within me the 
conviction that people in general, enough 
to form an overwhelming majority in ev- 
ery community, are well meaning and one 
desirous of being. But because of the lack 
of knowledge and discipline, of time hon- 
ored custom, pressure of circumstances, 
or of the different standpoints from which 
things are judged, we are a colossal expos- 
ition of chams. Excuse all you can on the 
above causes and yet there are enough 
shams left to talk about. Hardly one of 
us but would liko people to think us a 
little more learned, alittlo stronger, moral 
and virtuous than we really are. This is 
often laudable—it is a virtue to put the 
best foot forward. When seeking favors 
we are apt to overdo this. A political 
aspirant in the late campaign told me he 
was so afraid of appearing to overdo this 
he did not like to ask a man, 'How is your 
family.' It is amusing sometimes to see 
what a show is made of power under the 
majesty of the law, a show of authority 
and justice. 


Mr. Church here illustrated his mean- 


ing by referring to the arrest of the boys, 
who were gambling in the Main street 
building the other day. It amused him, 
he said, to see the show with which these 
boys were caught by the collar and drag- 
ged out, as much as to say, 'We'll have 
no gambling here, we'll make an exam- 
ple of you boys.' While it is well under- 
stood that men of prominence, even men 
prominent in the church, are every day 
gambling and losing their money. He re- 
ferred to liquor cases in the district court, 
where, he said, men could go and pay so 
much money for so much crime. It is 
the money that seems to be wanted. 


"Ana then such sham is nearly always 


under a moral and religous cloak of seem- 
ing. Because the church, more than any 
other institution, has been made to suffer. 
Nominalism has always weakened and re- 
tarded the strength and life of the church. 
Professing and doing so widely differing, 
seeming and being are in such deep con- 
trast. And it is not always premeditated 
and understood hypocrisy. Often those 
who sit so high among the elact in syna- 
gogues of Christianity, but so low in the 
moral marts of the world's humanity, are 
abnormally educated, self-deceived souls. 
One of the great problems of the church 
is to awaken such to their real necessities 
and lo show these self-seekers that the 
church is not the place to get praise and 
flattery at the expense of manhood, but a 
place to learn self-denial, to fulfil the law 
ot Christ by bearing the burden of 
others." 
; 


•'I has been forced upon me, certainly 


against my will and pleasure, that the 
church is a sort of holy theatre. It hires 
a man to study society, its weakness, 
strength and needs; to study the religion 
of Jesus and interpret it to man. That is 
his specialty, as it may be called. He 
preaches and teaches it by his word and 
in his life, work in and work out and get 
there seems to be a broadcast idea that 
people are not expected to practice it. 
The minister preaches a good sermon. A 
man meets him at the door and tells him 
it was a good one. But follow that man 
out and see if he practices what he com- 
mended, see if he does not to a degree 
consider it a joke. It is a sad reflection 
and a sad outlook. 


"But how be,' instead of 'seeming to 


be ?' It is not an easy matter of hasty 
choice, but one of constant struggle and 
achievement. To 'be' we must, first, care. 
Care is the real secret of existence. 
The 


person who has lost all regard and sits 
idly back is the one swept from his feet. 
Education is the second factor in 'being.' 
Its object is to raise men out of seeming 
into being and make life clear and forceful. 
Education enables one more and more 
to see and appreciate and take part In the 
plan upon which the world runs. Science 
banishes superstition. 
Art assures us 


discord and disorder are deceit and beauty 
is reality. By holding up before us some 
one or some thing that is real and noble 
we can pass from seeming to being. We 
become like that which we truly love. It 
is by learning to love and care for the 
great world of humanity that one's life 
becomes a reflection of the simplicity, the 
sympathy, the calmness and might of this 
great world of God. It is thus that the 
thing to which we give ourselves becomes 
in time our own."

Richard Merriweather, the piper of Clan 


Mclntyre, has seen considerable of the 
World, although he is yet a young man. 
He was born at Greenock, Scotland, in 
1864, and his travels began in 1877, when 
though a lad of thirteen years, he joined 
the first regiment of foot, the Royal Scots, 
as piper. 
The regiment, was at Camp 


Curragh, Ireland, w hen 
i • omed it. 
In 


January, 1878, the regiment went into 
active service, war with Russia being 
threatened at that time, and was ordered 
to Malta, on the Meditteranean. The 
regiment was stationed there five years, 
when it was sent to the West Indies and 
remained at Barbadoes and Jamaica till 
1885, 
when it was ordered to Egypt, but 


while on its way fresh orders were re- 
ceived at Gibraltar and the regiment 
was 
headed 
for 
Africa, 
where 


it 
was stationed 
at 
Bcckuana-lancL 


for twelve months. It was next ordered 
to Cape Town, where it was stationed till 
1887, when the company to which Merri- 
weather belonged was detached and sent 
to the Island of St. Helena, the regiment 
at the same time proceeding to Esbowe 
Zululaud, where it wae in camp for about 
two years. At St. Helena young Merri- 
weather saw at Longwood the house in 
which Napoleon lived while in exile, the 
room in which he died and the grave in 
which the ashes of the illustrious soldier 
reposed. 


In 1888 the company was ordered to re- 


join the regiment at Zululand, where 
there was an uprising under the leader- 
ship of Dinizulu, son of Cetewayo, who 
undartook to recover his father's posses- 
sions. This territory was under British 
protection and Dinizulu was captured, 
convicted of high treason and exiled to 
St. Helena for eight years. 


In 1889 the regiment was sent to Natal 


stationed at Pietermaritzburg, and in 1891 
it was ordered home to Edinburgh Castle, 
but on the way it was ordered to disem- 
bark at Cape Town and await orders until 
the settlement of a trouble with the 
boers. 
The regiment remained there 


three months and then embarked for 
home, but at London it was ordered to 
York, England, where Mr. Merriwcatber 
was discharged after fourteen years of 
active service. 


Immediately after his discharge Mr. 


Merriweather came to the United States 
and located in Boston, where he lived 
till a few weeks ago, when he came to 
this town. He is a piper of' exceptional 
skill, which is nothing to be wondered at, 
considering his long practice under mili- 
tary discipline, and today he is the cham- 
pion piper of Massachusetts. And it was 
his skill in this direction that was 
the means of bringing him to North Ad- 
ams. 
He 
went to 
Pittsfield Labor 


day to play for the Caledonian club,which 
held a field day on that date. Clan Mclntyre 
at'"nded and the members were greatly 
p e i sed with his playing, as were all who 
heard him. Some of the members of 
Clan Mclntyre got into conversation with 
him and asked him how he would like to 
live in this part of the state. Mr. Merri- 
weather thought he would like it if he 
could get something to do. The clan 
greatly desired his services as piper and it 
was agreed that if suitable employment 
could be found he should come to North 
Adams and become the piper of the clan. 
A situation was obtained at the Arnold 
priut works and Mr. Merriweather arrived 
here two or three weeks ago. His playing 
is greatly enjoyed by Clan Mclntyre and 
its friends, and it is to be hoped that ar- 
rangements may be made to have him ap- 
pear in public at no distant day and 
let others also catch 
a few 
strains 


of the music of the 
Highlands.

have him appear one evening at the band 
fair if he could be induced to do so. It 
certainly would be a pleasure to listen to 
the pipe whose sweet strains have stirred 
the air of Camp Curragh, floated out upon 
the Mediterranean, waked the echoes in 
Barbadoes and Jamaica, sounded softly at 
the dying place of Napoleon and thrilled 
the savage breast in Zululand. 


Mr. Merriweather likes this country 


and expects to remain here, but he is not 
particularly in love with the New Eng- 
land climate, which he has seen surpassed 
in many places. His parents died when 
he was six years old and his only near 
relative is a brother who lives in Boston. 


A DANGEROUS LODGING.

little finger on his right hand, the loss of 
the great toe on his right foot, a crushed 
right ankle and a maes of bruisc-s from 
head to foot. His spinal column was split 
open at the base for several inches, show- 
ing with what force he must have been 
buffeted along. If he recovers he will 
lose the use of his right ankle and will be 
a cripple for life.

Business Booming. 


It is surprising to note the rapidity with 


which the business center of the town is 
changing. A few years ago there was a 
store here and there on the Park street 
side of tl.e bridge and all but a small per- 
centage of trade in every line was done on 
the Centre street side. The town is im- 
proving and growing and Centre street 
offers no advantage for business improve- 
ment. There is only one business side, as 
the L. L. Brown paper mill and W. S. 
Jenk's residence and grounds cover the 
whole of the other side. Thus, as there 
was no chance for building or otherwise 
increasing the advantages of this street, 
the business men quickly took advantage 
of Park street, and as a result so far we 
have the armory building and the new 
blcck being put up by A. W. Jones. 
George N. Yeaton, one of the Centre 
street dry goods merchants, is to occupy 
oi;e of the stores in Mr. Jones' blook and 
it is confidently asserted by some, whether 
or not authoritatively, that the postoffice 
is to occupy the vacant store in the ar- 
mory building as soon as the lease of the 
present quarters, from the South Adams 
savings bank, expires. With the removal 
of the postoffice, the end sought lor by 
Park street merchants is accomplished. 


Another piece of good news for the Park 


streeters is that given by John L. Barker, 
that he will sell his property next sum- 
mer. He states he is losing money by 
keeping it, as the taxes are large and there 
is no income from the property. He says 
that the parties who have negotiated with 
him fcr the purchase of the estate, tell 
him they are to build a hotel but nothing 
definite can be said. 


W. B. Plunkett owns the whole side of 


the street from his residence to the Con- 
gregational property and it is probable ho 
will do something in the line of improv- 
ing the street by the erection of a hand- 
some structure sooner or later. 


Another improvement for the town is 


that voted at a recent special town meet- 
ing, of straightening JJean street. This 
way affords many commercial advantages 
and if the town makes the appropriation 
which will be asked fo'r next bp-ring, the 
people of Adams will undoubtedly see this 
section thriving in a short time. 


The new Berkshire mill will increase 


the population considerably and when the 
Power company gets the Xylonite works 
in operation, a special census, if one can 
be taken, will not only give the town a 
regular mail delivery but will bring the 
population nearer 14,000 than 10,000. 


If everything goes right Adams is to see 


better business,, have better accommoda- 
tions in some lines, and through W. R. 
Plunkett's generosity in furnishing a now 
park to the town, will have plenty of 
chance for amusement. While consider- 
ing theFC things why would it not be a 
good time for that improvement which 
has been talked of for years, the exten- 
sion of the street railway to*Maplo Grove ? 
This would be a good thing for the resi- 
dents of that portion of the town, an ac- 
commodation for everybody, and a pay- 
ing investment for the company. The 
strtet railway. peop!e should be petitioned 
to do this and if the petition is of no avail 
the selectmen should be requested to de- 
mand the extension.

OUR NAVY. 


Important Suggestions In th« Annual Report of 


Chief Constructor Hichborn. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. — Commodore 


Philip Hichborn, chief of the bureau oJ 
construction and repair of the navy, has 
completed his report for the year. The 
report include estimates for appropri- 
ations for next" year, the most important 
of which is $3,81)3,079 to be expended on 
vessels authorized by congress for tho in- 
crease of the navy. He also asks for $1 ,- 
503,000 tor the general repairs of vessels 
and the purchase o£ stores and machinery; 
$528,000 for continuance of work already 
authorized on the Hartford, the Chicago 
and other vessels, and $500,000 for two 
composite sailing vessels. 


He dwells especially upon the necessity 


of adequate in juoy for the repair o£ ves 
scls, covering: Modern fitcel ships, with 
their extreme sub-division and elaborate 
systems of vr-itilation, drainage and me- 
chanical auxiliaries of all kinds, require 
much greater care, both when in commis- 
sion and in ordinary, than was formerly 
the case with tho old wooden ships. 


It is now more than nine years since the 


first vessel oC the new navy was put in 
commission, find the necessity for general 
repairs and renewal of fittings and equip- 
ments is becoming more and more press- 
ing. The policy of extreme economy has 
c.lxmt reached its limit, and unless more 
ample appropriations are made for tho 
care and preservation of ships and tho 
general maintenance of the yard plants, 
the efficiency ot the fleet will be de- 
molished and government property will 
suffer serious dctcrioratign.

BOSTON, Nov. 11.—As if there were not I 


already enough rxuitcnirut current to in- 
terest the voters «£ Boston in the coming 
city elections, the temperance young peo- 
ple of the city nro gutting together tc 
nmke the fight of Boston's history on the 
no-license question. The matter has Ijgeii 
quietly simmering for some time, and 
leaders in the various organizations em- 
bracing youne inon have been putting 
their heads together to devise a practical 
pluu that will definitely toll at the polls 
on the second Tuesday in December. 


A lender in this movement said that 


they were confident of having enough 
strength to make the Usensu question the 
predominant issue of this campaign. 
"The agencies now at work in behalf of 
no-license," he declared, "reach in their 
influence all classes and parties, and con- 
trol n larger following than has ever be- 
fore been the ease " 


The three organizations fir-it concerned 


in the movement are the Young People's 
Society of Christian Endeavor, the Kp- 
\vorth league and the Baptist Young 
People's union. Officers in those sooietie.i 
got together and formed a new organiza- 
tion. The result Was that a movement 
was at once set on foot to enlist all young 
people's and young men's organizations of 
the city that would naturally be interested 


In the JJefeat of license. 


The now organization, which may ba 


called the You:ig Voters' league, is to bo 
undenominational, nonsectarian and non- 
partisan in its character. Kehgious and 
political questions will have no part in de- 
termining who shall share in the work; 
the one is^uo, the abolition of the saloon, 
being; kept foremost. Organizations thus 
have already sigmllod their intention of 
taking part in the campaign through lead- 
ing workers are the Christian Endeavor 
society, the Epworth league, the Baptist 
Young People's union and the Massachu- 
setts Total Abstinence society. The tem- 
perance organizations in the Catholic 
church and the various district societies 
already existing for this purpose will bo 
urged to co-operate, or, rather, as a leader 
in the new movement put it, "the new or- 
ganization will adapc itself to work with 
whatever bodies are now existing." 


The no-license agitators claim that it is 


perfectly possible to carry the day in Bos- 
ton, because, as they have figured it out, 
there are 30,0)0 church members in the 
city who aie voters, and there are at least 
half that number of voters who are not 
members of churches, but who would, 
when the subject was vitally at issue, cast 
their ballots for no-license. This would 
give the reformers a good majority at tho 
polls. 
They also present a formidable 


array of figures, based on the returns of 
last year's eleutiou, showiugthe feasibility 
of the plan. 


One of the officers of the new organiza- 


tion, in conversation with a reporter, said 
that there may not be any big meetings 
or demonstrations of any sort during this 
campaign, unless special circumstances 
should arise to warrant it. The campaign 
will be managed on a different basis. Tho 
anti-saloon people have been to school to 
thoir opponents, and will conduct a keen, 
still hunt. The result of this, they feel, 
will be victory. 
* 


Fierce Street Fight.

A Stinging Accusation. 


NEW HAVEN, Nov. 11.—Delegates to the 


Christian Workers' convention occupied 
many of t«e pulpits of the city yesterday. 
At the Grand Opera house there was a 
meeting for men only. Bev. R. A. Torrev 
of Chicago, president of the International 
Christian Workers, was chairman of tho 
meeting, and made a powerful exhortation 
and accusative address. Ho said, among 
other things: "Now Haven is tho worst 
city for its population oC all the cities of 
the world. I mean that there are more 
tragedies of seduction with burials in tho 
potter's field hero than in any other city 
of the same size." 


Expectations Not Realized. 


MIDDLETOWX, Conn., Nov. 11. — The 


Yale Theological school will receive $5000, 
the income of which is to be used for the 
support of poor students, by tho will of 
Miss Susan C. Clarke. Three missionary 
societies are bequeathed like sums, and, 
excepting $15,000 for an aged aunt in 
Bhode Island, tha balance of the estate 
goes to two sisters and a brother. The 
estate is worth $500,000. Contrary to ex- 
pectations, neither 'Weileyan university, 
her church, nor tho Daughters of the Rev- 
olution, receive bequests. 


For Cuba's Freedom. 


BOSTON, Nov. 11.—The following resolu- 


tions were passed yesterday at a patriotic 
meeting in People's Temple: "Resolved, 
That we, as citizens of Boston and New 
England, 
unite in asking President 


Grover Cleveland to do all things in his 
power for Cuba by granting belligerent 
rights. It is our faith that Cuba should 
be free. Resolved, That our s 
go forth to the patriots of that island." 


Were After Legal Documents. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Nov. 11.—Thieves 


entered District Attorney Jennings' office 
yesterday, pried open his desk, scattered 
his papers and took a few dollars in money 
which was lying in an envelope. The 
break was mado with tho evident inten- 
tion of stealing papers in connection'with 
the present session of the criminal court 
term, but happily all the district attorney's 
documents were in Tauuton.

Worrim3nl to Spaniards. 


HABAXA, Nov. 11.—All the insurgents' 


great leaders, including Maximo Gomez, 
arc sending messengers and circulars tc 
the big farmers and planters, ordering 
them to contribute to the treasury of the 
Cuban republic, under penalty of having 
their property destroyed by fire. 


The result is that the insurgents are 


really better provided with funds than 
are the Spanish government officials here. 
Tlie moiu-y thus obtained from the gov- 
ernment's friends, the planters and big 
farmers, is in time forwarded to New 
York or other American ports, where it Is 
used for tho purchase of arm's and am- 
munition, and tho equipping of additional 
expeditious 


The Spanish government is well aware 


of this fact atid has done everything pos- 
sible to prevent the insurgents from rais- 
ing fuucls,-;is well as trying to capture tho 
messengers which they send to tho United 
States and elsuwhoro. But in spite of the 
Spanish blockades of the coast, the in- 
surgents' expeditions find little or no diffi- 
culty in landing, and they have hi therm 
succeeded in maintaining an uninterrupted 
line of communication with their friends 
ill the United States.

jf General de Campos, the city of Santa 
Ctara, is being slowly but surely invested 
by the insurgent forces. They are advanc- 
ing from all sides, but mainly from the 
province of Puerto Principe. 


Gomez Advancing. 


General Maximo Gomez, tho insurgent 


;ommander-in-chief, has crossed the bor- 
Aers with a considerable flody of men, and 
Is at this writing encamped near Siguanca, 
south of the important town of Saucti 
Spiritns, which is occupied by a considera- 
ble body of Spanish troops, and which is 
one of the points where the captain gen- 
eral recently established a heliograph sta- 
tion to try ami keep up communication 
between tho cities of Santa Clara and 
Puerto Principe. 


But that route is now occupied by tho 


insurgents, and every road recently tra- 
versed by tho captain general, when he so 
narrowly escaped death or capture, are 
now in possession of the insurgents, and 
it will be very difficult, if not impossible, 
for tho Spanish commamler to maintain 
communication with Puerto Principe. 


In addition, the Boloff and Cespedes ex- 


peditious, well-armed and equipped, have 
joined forces and are preparing to enter 
into active co-operation with Maximo 
Gomez in Santa Clara. Then, again, the 
insurgent commander, Scrafln Sanchez, 
is in strong forca encamped at Abrous, 
near Clenfuegos, the most important port 
of the province of Santa Clara and one of 
the most important cities of the island of 
Cuba. He is openly recruiting his fol- 
lowers, ami just burned all houses of Lab- 
arinto, Estados Unidos and Heseras, val- 
uable farms and the property of the Mar- 
quis Apezeteguia. 


Boloff and Cespedes are making things 


very lively for the captain general in the 
province of Santa CUra, where most of 
the insurgent activity is now being dis- 
played. 
They are driving the farmers 


away from the towns, under penalty of 
being shot, and the latter cannot be in- 
duced to return,even under the promises 
of Land and protection held out to them 
by De Campos. 


In the direction of Remedies and Sagun 


La Grande, the insurgents are also active, 
and it will thus be seeu that they are 
moving from four different points upon 
the city of Santa Clara, which is garri- 
soned by some of the best troops of Spain 
and the most reliable volunteers.
